A production from his pen must be as The Court 
Journal says of the French indifference to the fate of Charles, “ in- 
expressibly grand ;” it would, in fact, give the “ go-by’’ to Boaden, who 
gave “ Billy the go-by.” 

Accordingly we bave it announced that Francis the First, an His- 
torical Tragedy, written by Miss Fanny Kemble, is to be produced at 
Cevent Garden Theatre, during the ensuing season ; and report states 
that Charles Young, previous to his taking leave of the stage, will be 
engaged to personate a prominent character in this play. ‘To render 
the ‘‘ ensuing season,” the most glorious era in the history of the 
stage, we would only suggest that Mr. Horace Twiss, instead of Mr.
